REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The prior art, including the disclosures of Dehnert et al. ("The Transmeta Code Morphing 
Software: Using Speculation, Recovery, and Adaptive Retranslation to Address Real-Life Challenges"), 
Gupta et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,881 ,280), Dice (U.S. Patent No. 6,854,048), and Reilly et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,925,552), alone or in combination has not taught, subsequent to experiencing an event and 
restoring a prior microprocessor state, operating according to a partial speculation mode as claimed in 
independent claims 1 , 1 0, and 1 9 (in combination with all other limitations of the independent claims). 

2. Claims 4-9, 13-18, and 22-26 are considered allowable for at least the reasons given above for 
claims 1,10, and 19, respectively.
